inch, through masses of people jammed to- 
gether in the aisles like raisins in a pack. 

Gypsies ; barefooted old men; soldiers in 
greasy uniforms; peasant women literally 
in rags; live chickens — these were our 
companions, Breakfast, when we got 
there, was a chunk of dark bread tossed 
on a dirty table and a lukewarm liquid 
that might have been tea; the dirtiness 
of the waiter surpassed anything in my 
experience.

THE IRON CURTAIN 
IS FULL OF CHINKS 


NE misconception about the Iron Cur- 

tain is that it is solid, opaque and 

made of iron. Actually it is full of chinks 
and it was through an obvious chink—the 
tailway line of the Orient Express—that we 
entered Yugoslavia. The 21-hour trip to 
Belgrade was a fascinating experience. 

“I knew this train well before thé war. It 
was, and is, one of the: most celebrated 
trains in the world.. Its various sections 
covered balf of Burope; it was like a blue 
steel we assembled and then cut apart, 
crawling over the swell of the Continent 


coarsely braided — and the boys looked 

like old men. 

Journalism’ is not, we well know, an 
exact science. I can attempt to report 
scrupulously what I saw, but there was 
plenty that I- didn’t see. And, even restrict- 
ing myself to the barest kind of factual 
report, almost every sentence needs quali- 
fication or amendment. / 

For instance, it is incontestable that 
Yugoslavia is a police state, and. equally 
incontestable that it is afflicted by the most 
savage poverty. Yet I felt-an over-all im- 
pression ‘of great vitality, elan and confi- 
dence. The Government represses the bulk 
of the people—in theory for their own 
future good — but Tito himself is popular 
with many. Hardship, disgruntlement, 
hatred, hope and faith are intermingled. 

But before discussing Yugoslavia in gen- 
eral, let mé say another word about aper-

Scott Jr., of Pennsylvania, Dewey's choice 
for National Chairman, should be fired 
was the opening round of this: party con- 
troversy. Scott's retention of the chair- 
manship by the narrow margin of 54 to 
50 settled nothing except that the com- 
bined forces of Senator Robert A. Taft 
of Ohio and Harold E. Stassen,; now of 
Pennsylvania, still Iacked the skill and 
punch to lick the “younger” element, 
mostly from New York, Peaneypypaite and 
New Engiand..: . 

A more ‘decisive showing’ will be here 
Tuesday night when Dewey, House Minority 
Leader Joseph Martin Jr., of Massachusetts 
and Senator Margaret Chase Smith of Maine 
speak at a Lincoln Day Dinner sponsored 
by the District of Columbia chapter of the 
League of Republican Women. 

A telephone call to Albany revealed that 
Dewey intends to deliver a half hour “‘pro- 
gram” speech. He may indicate but is un- 
likely to charge in effect that the record 
of the Republican Bightieth Congress and 
the local. Republican candidates, such as 
Senators C. Wayland Brooks in Illinois, 
George A. Wilson of Iowa, Joseph H. Ball 
of Minnesota and Chapman Revercomb of 
West Virginia, were just too much of a load 
for any presidential candidate. He has said 
as much privately but aspiring politicians 
are careful about personalities in public 
speeches.

The reason Mr. and Mrs. Levisen have not 
permitted their daughter to go to any school 
stems from an unusual. provision of the Seventh 
Day Adventist faith. This is the belief that 
parents are the only proper teachers of children 
until the age of eight. 

This question will be decided in the end, so 


we believe, on the side of the parents, provid- . 


ing they can démonstrate to higher courts that 
they are competent to educate their daughter 
through her first two years. There would be 
no question of violating the public school law 
if the girl were attending a parochial school. 
Were the mother operating a private school and 
tutoring several children regularly, she would 
be recognized as competent to teach her daughter. 
In some instances, if not in Illinois then in 
other states, courts have authorized qualified 
parents to educate their children entirely at 
home. 

Judge Julian Hutchens, who found the par- 
ents guilty, might perhaps have administered 
the law with more discretion. Since he did not, 
the case will now go up to the higher courts. 
Meantime, the Legislature would serve the cause 
of individual conscience if it reviewed the law 
to see what change may be necessary to provide 
for qualified exceptions to compulsory school 
attendance.

The general situation is this: 

Both the S.A.F, and the A.D.D.

The Soviet aviation industry 
has many factories.

I cannot, however, agree with 
the Hoover Commission’s conclu- 
sion that the State Department 
should continue to shirk respon- 
sibility for the administration of 
our occupations of Germany and 
Japan.

Never Followed. 

Never oncé incidentally, did we 
have our papers tampered with, 
nor were we ever followed so far 
as we know. Never once did we 
have to show a passport, except 
for routine examination at the 
frontier or when registering at a 
hotel, nor did we ever have to 
produce any special passes or 
documents of any kind. What is 
even more striking, customs in- 
spection at the various borders 
was casual in the extreme.

Twenty-two years ago, I heard 
Aristide Briand, the great French 
statesman, plead in vain at Geneva 
for a United States of Europe. 
No European public opinion had 
faith in his vision, No European 
government gave Briand’s pro- 
posal sincere support. 

But Europe’s leaders and peo- 
ples have made tremendous prog- 
ress since Geneva 1927. At a 
frightful cost they have learned 
the inestimable, irreplaceable 
value of unity. Maybe a vote of 
thanks is due to Moscow and 
the Communist dialecticians. 
While preaching Soviet - Marxist 
infallibility, they have unwittingly 
compelled Europeans to move to- 
ward unity through federation. 
Without the menace of Commu- 
nism the Western Union powers’ 
decision might have been delayed 
for many years. 

What can the Council of Europe 
do? It will function through a 
ministerial committee (private) 
and a consultative body (public). 
The ministerial committee will 
constitute a kind of supér- 
governmental cabinet for all mem- 
ber nations, Its decisions will be 
binding on all member states. 

The consultative body or assem- 
bly will consist of deputies either 
elected or appointed by the gov- 
ernments concerned, 

In short, the Council of Europe 
will be Europe’s first political or- 
ganization beyond and above 
strictly national sovereignty—the 
inifial stage of what should logi- 
cally develop into an eventual 
United States of Europe.

Stoking the Fires of Youth; a Prize-Winning Novelist's New Book

~@ novel “The Fires of Spring” 
‘# (Random House) is not for- 
‘mulated with the same expertness 
‘as “Tales of the South Pacific,” 
Anis prize-winning collection of 
"war stories. The experienced 
Treader will probably feel that the 
Material is much too extravagant 
and that the adventures of young 
David Harper have been invented 
by a wind that values the pic- 
turesque above all other types of 
experience. At the age of 15 
Davic is a poor-house boy, a star 
@thlete, the bemused protector 
‘6f a winsome prostitute, a 
Nascent poet and a petty thief. 
And he still has some open time. 
_-The author takes note of his 
hero’s dual morality; but he 
doesn’t stop to wonder how so 
much could have happened to one 
underprivileged boy in such a 
Short time. To say that Mr. 
Michener is indifferent to the 
laws of probability is to be con- 
pervative. Moreover the multi- 
plicity and yividness of events in 
the story tend to weaken its cen- 
tral argument which holds that 
life, at its dullest and meanest, 
can be fascinating to the sen- 
tient mind of youth.

T eleven o’clock on Wednes- 
day morning; May 30, 1744, 
Dr. Alexander Hamilton of 
Annapolis, Maryland set out on 
horseback. ona journey which 
was to take him northward as 
far as Maine. Accompanied by 
his Negro. slave, Dr. Hamilton 
traveled .by leisurely stages to 


‘Philadelphia, and after a week 


there continued on to New York. 
After a side trip by boat up the 
Hudson to Albany, he set out for 
New England ‘by way of Long 
Island; . Arriving first at New 
London, Corinectiett, he pro- 


ceeded north’ to Boston by way 


of Newport and from there down 
east through Marblehead, Salem 
and Portsmouth and finally to 
York, Maine. 

The return journey was made 
with no mishap and Dr. Hamil- 


‘ton arrived back:in Annapolis at 


two o'clock on the afternoon of 
Sept. 27th, thus ending his 
“neregrinations.’’ Hamilton’s di- 
ary records that he had ‘‘com- 
pleted, by land and water to- 
gether, a course of 1624 miles.” 
This history of Alexander Ham- 
ilton’s journey which he so care- 
fully kept is a rare and treasured 
gem preserved for us from colo- 
nial America, First of all, Dr. 
Hamilton was a rare traveler in 
that he wrote with ro embellish- 
ment that which he saw and did. 

This report on the America of 
1744, reprinted in excellent style 
by the University of North Caro- 
lina Press, is altogether delight- 
ful. It reveals not only a Dril- 
liant insight into the manner and 
morals: of the time but it also 
presents one of the really charm- 
ing and affable personalities of 
colonial America. Combining 
liveliness and wit, Dr. Hamilton 
viewed the American scene with 
a discerning eye—almost noth- 
ing of significance or interest 
escaped his attention. 

Hamilton’s journey was taken 
at a time when the colonies were 
entering their revolutionary era, 
and without realizing it, he re- 
corded the disintegration of the 
class society inherited from Eu- 
rope, and provided thereby 
a most illuminating document. By

“An American Argument,” Mrs. 


Buck and Eslanda Robeson, wife 
of Paul Robeson, discuss a vari- 
ety of subjects from woman's 
place in the home and the plight 
of the Negro to our relations 
with Russia. Most arguments 
generate more heat than enlight- 
enment but in this instance the 
debaters, while not arriving at 
any definite conclusions, are 
stimulating throughout. The 
first half of the book is the most 
satisfactory. Of, particular in- 
terest is the observation, in which 
both authors concur, that the 
American housewife has become 
obsessed with the home to the 
exclusion of practically every- 
thing. even the threat of de- 
struction by atomic bomb. Mrs, 
Buck and Mrs. Robeson do not 
minimize the importance of the 
home, but they feel that a wom- 
an whose life is dominated by 
the vacuum cleaner is not likely 
to be a very useful or happy 
citizen.

Research on Fish Reaction. 

Arthur Witt Jr., a University of 
Illinois stvdent, is conducting an 
experiment to determine how 
lone it takes a fish to distinguish 
a free worm from a worm on a 
hook. : 
.Daily he fishes in a fish bowl 
at the Illinois Natural History 
Survey’s aquarium. The fish is 
first given a free worm as a 
“come-on.” Then a hooked worm 
is dangled under its nose. If the 
fish grabs this worm it gets a 
shock of several thousand volts. 

The shock treatment c-esn’t 
harm the fish and the hook is 
barbless. If, after 10 minutes, the 
fish hasn’t taken the baited hook, 
it gets a free worm as reward. 
Behind the experiment is the 
theory that maybe some fish are 
“dumb” and others are “smart”— 
some can’t tell a baited worm 
from any other, but others soon 
catch on.

David C. Mearns, director of the 
library’s reference department, 
says “myth and misunderstanding 
have clustered around the docu- 
ments ever since President Lin- 
coln’s secretaries, John G. Nicolay 
and John Hay, started collecting 
them at the White House a few 
days after his assassination.” 
Mearns is author of the re- 
cent book, “The Lincoln Papers” 
(Doubleday & Co.). 
Since the opening of the papers 
at least one writer has intimated 
that Robert Lincoln suppressed 
ancestral records showing <Abra- 
ham Lincoln’s mother to have 
been illegitimate. 
Mearns says in his book that it 
is not likely that a man like 
President Lincoln would keep rec- 
ords “of a grandmother’s philan- 


Mearns also scoffs at sugges- 
tions that the papers ever con- 


the President’s Cabinet conspired 
in his assassination. 

“It is nonsense,” he says, “to 
suppose that a man of Robert 
Lincoln’s character and family de- 
votion would ever have protected 
accomplices, or the most remote 
accessories, to the assassination.” 
Nicholas Murray Butler’s con- 
nection with the Lincoln papers 
received considerable publicity in 
the 1930s: In a letter to Emanuel 
Hertz, author of “The Hidden Lin- 


had persuaded | 
to burn a collection of his father’s 
papers. 

Mearns says in his book that 
the Lincoln papers were deposited 
in the Library of Congress by 
Robert Lincoln in May 1919 and 
that he never added papers 


to the collection after that date. 


It was in 1923 that Lincoln exe- 
cuted a deed of gift to the library. 
The deed provided that the pa- 
pers be kept locked up “until the 
expiration of 21 years from the 
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Lincoln biographer Carl Sand-

Mearns doubts that Robert Lin- 
coln made any “purge” of the col- 
lection as sOme persons have 
charged. He says it is unlikely 
he would have imposed the 21- 
year secrecy bar if he already had 
“purged” it.
